Metro in Vancouver 

Police in Vancouver are 
working with Montreal in¬ 
vestigators after human 
body parts were sent to two 
area schools Tuesday. 

Vancouver Police Depart¬ 
ment Deputy Chief War¬ 
ren Lemcke confirmed the 
gruesome find but warned 
it was too early to speculate 
that the incident is related 
to the bizarre mutilation 
case involving the now-no¬ 
torious suspect Luka Rocco 
Magnotta. 

They also did not say 
whether it could be a copy¬ 
cat crime. 

“Vancouver police are 
investigating two disturb¬ 
ing cases in which human 
remains were discovered 
in two separate packages 
mailed to local area schools,” 
said Lemcke. 

The first package con¬ 
tained a human hand and 
was opened by staff at False 
Creek Elementary School 
around 1 p.m. local time. 

A human foot was discov-

ered inside a package about 
an hour later at St. George’s 
private school, also in Van¬ 
couver. 

“The remains will be 
examined by the coroner, 
and there is no indication 
about the identity at this 
stage of the investigation,” 
said Lemcke. 

Investigators’ first course 
of action is to identify the 
victim and find out where 
the packages were mailed 
from. 

Magnotta was the sub¬ 
ject of an international 
manhunt this week after 
he allegedly killed a man 
in Montreal and mailed his 
body parts to political of¬ 
fices in Ottawa. 

He was arrested in Berlin 
on Monday.

Edmonton police are aware 
of a local gore website, as 
well as an investigation 
underway by Montreal po¬ 
lice about a video posted on 
it allegedly showing Luka 
Rocco Magnotta stabbing 
and dismembering Jun Lin. 

“All 1 can say is we’re 
looking into the matter,” 
EPS spokesperson Patrycia 
Thenu said Tuesday. “As 
far as I know, we’re not in¬ 
volved in the investigation.” 

Montreal police told re¬ 
porters at a news confer¬ 
ence Tuesday they are in¬ 
vestigating the site — and 
there is a possibility char¬ 
ges will be laid for the pub¬ 
lishing of obscene content. 

The video, posted on 
Edmonton-based website 
Best Gore run by Mark 
Marek, allegedly shows 
Magnotta murdering and 
dismembering the body of 
a 33-year-old Chinese stu¬ 
dent — whose body parts 
were then mailed around 
the country. 

Marek could not be 
reached for comment Tues-

U of A straightens out

While grading on the curve 
hasn’t been mandatoiy at 
the University of Alberta, in- 
structers may have believed it 
was. 

The general faculties coun¬ 
cil, responsible for academic 
and student affairs, voted last 
week to change the wording of 
a policy that suggested use of 
the bell curve was mandated. 

While calls to the provost’s

office were unretumed Tues¬ 
day, the university posted on 
Twitter that the decision “re¬ 
moved language suggesting a 
curve was required.” 

Faculties will still have the 
right to grade on the curve if 
they choose. 

The confusing language 
likely led many to think they 
had to use the curve, though 
not all faculties have been, said 


Dustin Chelen, vice-president, 
academic, with the U of A’s 
students’ union. 

“1 think that a change in 
the grading policy will require 
... time spent to figure out 
the best way to assess student 
grades and how (to) interpret 
the pohcy,” said Chelen. 

“On the whole, the new 
policy is a step in the right dir¬ 
ection,” he added. “That being 


said, the curve has a place in 
certain situations.” 

Chelen noted the students’ 
union would have hked more 
input on the change, which 
has been under discussion for 
two years, according 
to the imiversity’s 
Twitter account.

New law coming. EPS 

applauds federal plan 
to ban key ingredient 
in street drug that 
can cause psychotic 
behaviour

Edmonton police are prais¬ 
ing the federal government’s 
decision to ban MDPV, a key 
ingredient in bath salts, a legal 
drug believed to have been a 
factor in a brutal attack last 
month in the United States. 

Miami resident Rudy Eu¬ 
gene, 31, was reportedly high 
on bath salts when he attacked 
65-year-old Ronald Poppo, tear¬ 
ing off parts of his face with his 
teeth. 

While not common on Ed¬ 
monton streets, city police note 
the drug has a foothold here. 

“I’m aware of three people 
who have ... gone to hospital 
as a result of the bath salts in 
Edmonton,” EPS Det. Guy Pi- 
Ion said on Tuesday, noting 
those cases were in the past six 
months. “It’s not a big issue, 
(but) it’s something we’re see¬ 
ing a little more of” 


Pass on the salt 


• Bath salts go for 

between $40 and $60 per 
gram, EPS Det. Guy Pilon 
said, noting cocaine is 
sold for a similar price. 


• The drug gets its name 
because of its likeness 
to bath salts. It generally 
comes in a crystalline 
form in either white or 
off-white, Pilon said. 


Pilon said the drug, which 
can cause psychotic episodes 
and dangerous behaviour, was 
first noticed locally between 
2000 and 2002. 

“It’s a hallucinogenic drug 
that causes some adverse side 
effects,” he said. “People who 
are on it are paranoid, they’re 
agitated, they can’t stand still.” 

On Tuesday, Health Minister 
Leona Aglukkaq said Ottawa 
has plans to regulate MDPV 
under the Controlled Drugs 
and Substances Act. 

It’s a good first step, Pilon 
said. “If it’s not illega’ 
we can do nothing 
about it.”

Alleged killer Luka Rocco 
Magnotta told a judge in Ber¬ 
lin Tuesday he will not fight 
his extradition from Ger¬ 
many to Canada. 

Magnotta is wanted in 
Canada on several charges 
— including first-degree mur¬ 
der — in connection with the 
gruesome Montreal killing 
and dismemberment of Chi¬ 
nese national Jun Lin. 

Police in Montreal, mean¬ 
while, are still looking for 
several of Lin’s body parts. 

In Berlin, police spokes¬ 
person Stefan Redlich said 
Magnotta met with a German 
judge at police headquar¬ 
ters, where he was held in a 
1.5-metre-by-five-metre cell 
overnight. 

“(Magnotta) did not say 
an 3 Thing about the case it¬ 
self, but (when) asked about 
whether he would object to 
go back to Canada, he said no 
he wouldn’t,” Redlich said in 
a phone interview. 

Magnotta will have to go 
before a German court for 
an extradition hearing once 
Canada formally requests he 
return for trial. 

That means Magnotta 
could be back in Canada as 
early as this week, according 
to authorities. 


“This may speed up the 
(extradition) process, but 
on the other hand, he may 
change his opinion any day,” 
Redlich said. 

“So we will see.” 

Magnotta was arrested 
Monday at a Berlin Internet 
cafe following an internation¬ 
al manhunt. 

He fled Montreal for Eur¬ 
ope after Lin’s death some¬ 
time overnight between May 
24 and May 25. 

The 33-year-old Lin’s torso 
was found last week stuffed 
in a suitcase in an alley be¬ 
hind the west-end Montreal 
apartment building where 


Magnotta lived. 

A hand and a foot were 
mailed in separate parcels to 
the offices of political parties 
in Ottawa. 

Meanwhile, Montreal po¬ 
lice are scouring archives and 
talking to law-enforcement 
colleagues elsewhere to de¬ 
termine whether Magnotta 
is tied to any other unsolved 
cases. 

The nature of Magnotta’s 
alleged crime — the victim’s 
corpse was dismembered and 
then defiled — has given in¬ 
vestigators a unique profile 
to match with other murders. 

Already police officials in 


the Quebec town of Gatineau 
have indicated they will con¬ 
tact their Montreal counter¬ 
parts to look for possible 
connections with the 2011 
sla 3 dng of Valerie Leblanc, an 
18-year-old college student. 

Leblanc’s body was discov¬ 
ered in a forest behind the 
college she attended. 

The body was mutilated, 
burned and there were signs 
of severe head trauma. 

“We had a distinct mur¬ 
der here — the murder 
of Valerie Leblanc — last 
August,” Gatineau police 
Sgt. Jean-Paul Lemay said.

“#newlabattcampaign” took 
on a life of its own on Twit¬ 
ter. 

Hundreds of posts ap¬ 
peared, most mocking 
Labatt’s position. 

Black humour flooded the 
topic stream as people used 
dismemberment puns and 
murder references to suggest 
macabre new slogans for 
Labatt.

Eww! Giant hairy spiders 
put the bite on villagers 


Panic in India. 

But witch doctors’ 
treatments may 
be worse than the 
hairy creatures’ 
bites, officials say 


Giant biting spiders are spark¬ 
ing a creepy-crawly panic in 
remote northeast India. 

But health authorities fear 
the primitive treatment of the 
bites’ painful swelling may be 
more dangerous than the spi¬ 
ders themselves. Two people 
died in Tinsukia after witch 
doctors used razor blades to 
drain the wounds. 

It’s not known whether 
the victims died from spider 
poison or from the treatment. 
The victims were cremated be¬ 
fore autopsies could be done. 

Another seven bite victims 
have been treated with anti¬ 
biotics against infection after 
they also tried themselves to 
drain their wounds, said Dr. 
Anil Phapowali at the local 
Sadiya town hospital. 

The hairy spiders were 



noticed about a month ago 
across Tinsukia district’s 
grassy plains and dense jungle 
forests. 

Ecologist L.R. Saikia at 
Assam’s Dibrugarh University 
said it may be a previously un¬ 
known species of tarantula. 

“It looks like a new species. 
We haven’t been able to iden¬ 
tify it,” he said Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, villagers are 
keeping lamps on at night and 
standing guard against spi¬ 
ders entering their mud-and- 
thatch huts.

Disney goes sour on sweet food ads on kids* TV 



There won’t be so much 
candy, sugary cereal or fast 
food on TV with the morning 
cartoons. 

The Walt Disney Co. on 
Tuesday became the first ma¬ 
jor media company to ban ads 
for junk food on its television 
channels, radio stations and 
websites, hoping to stop kids 
from eating badly by taking 
the temptation away. 

U.S. First Lady Michelle 
Obama called it a “game 
changer” that is sure to send 
a message to the rest of the 
children’s entertainment in¬ 
dustry. 


“Just a few years ago if 
you had told me or any other 
mom or dad in America that 
our kids wouldn’t see a single 
ad for junk food while they 
watched their favourite car¬ 
toons on a major TV network, 
we wouldn’t have believed 
you,” said Obama, who heads 
a campaign to curb child obes¬ 
ity- 

The food that doesn’t meet 
Disney’s nutritional standards 
goes beyond candy bars and 
fast-food meals. 

Capri Sun juice (too much 
sugar) and Oscar Mayer Lunch- 
ables (high sodium) won’t be

advertised. Any cereal with 10 
grams or more of sugar per 
serving is also off the air. A 
full meal can’t be more than 
600 calories. 

Disney’s rules — which

take drinks over 16 ounces out 
of stores, movie theatres and 
restaurants, removing choices 
to fry to influence behaviour. 

Getting rid of junk food 
ads will make it easier to keep 
the family on a healthy diet, 
said Nadine Haskell, a mother 
of two sons, 8 and 11. 

“If they see a commer¬ 
cial on TV, then the next 
time we go to the groceiy 
store they’ll see it and say 
they want to try it,” said 
Haskell, of Columbus, Ohio.

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Appeal. U.S. top court 
to be asked to give states 
right to ban gay marriage 


The sponsors of California’s gay- 
marriage ban said Tuesday they 
will ask the U.S. Supreme Court 
to review a landmark appellate 
court ruling that struck down 
the law as imconstitutional. 
The case is the first federal trial 
to examine whether a state 
can prohibit gays from getting 
married without violating their 
rights. 

Alliance Defence Fimd law¬ 
yer Brian Raum said Proposition 
8 backers “absolutely” would 
take the case to the high court 
now that it has run its course 
at the 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

Raum said he expected to 
get a ruling from the Supreme 
Court later this year on whether 
it would take the case. 

The appeals court refused to 
reconsider a decision by two of 
its judges declaring the voter- 
approved ban to be a violation 
of the civil rights of gays and 
lesbians in California. 


Gay marriage supporters 
welcomed that news. 

“Our case has entered the 
final chapter.... The end is 
now in sight.” said Chad Grif¬ 
fin, president of the American 
Foimdation for Equal Rights, 
which is funding the effort to 
overturn Proposition 8. 

Same-sex unions were 
briefly legal in Galifomia be¬ 
fore voters passed Proposition 
8 in November 2008. Two im- 
married couples sued to over¬ 
turn the ban in May 2009, and 
U.S. District Judge Vaughn 
Walker sided with them. 

The 9th Gircuit panel af¬ 
firmed Walker’s finding, but 
instead of finding any gay-mar¬ 
riage ban would be imconsti¬ 
tutional, the panel limited its 
decision to Galifomia, saying 
Proposition 8 improperly took 
away an existing right. The 
appeals court hears cases from 
several western states.

Paraguay. President 
recognizes second of four 
alleged love-children 


The president of Paraguay has 
recognized a second love-child. 
This time it’s a 10-year-old boy, 
bom to a nurse in the northern 
state where Fernando Lugo 
served as a Gathohc bishop be¬ 
fore renoimcing the priesthood 
and turning to politics. 

Lugo’s lawyer, Marcos Far¬ 
ina, says the president has 
told him to file the paperwork 
needed to change the boy’s last 
name to Lugo. His mother is 
Narcisa de la Gmz de Zarate, 
the fourth woman to have filed 
a paternity suit against the 
61-year-old former cleric. 

For those keeping score, 
Lugo has now acknowledged 
fathering two of the four chil¬ 
dren named in paternity suits 
against him. 

He also accepted Guillermo 


Armindo, the child of Viviana 
Garrillo, after the woman ac¬ 
cused him in 2009 of “irrespon¬ 
sible paternity.” 

A third woman, Damiana 
Hortensia Moran, insists that 
she had a sexual relation¬ 
ship with Lugo years ago, but 
three court-ordered DNA tests 
showed her child isn’t his. 

A fourth woman, Benigno 
Leguizamon, backed out of an 
out-of-court settlement and re¬ 
newed her claim that Lugo fath¬ 
ered her 12-year-old son. Lugo’s 
appeal of court orders that he 
submit to still more DNA tests 
is now with the supreme court. 

“Sooner or later the 
president will have to give his 
name to our child, and I think 
to others as well,” Leguizamon 
said Tuesday, the associated press 


U.S. drone kills 
al-Qaida’s No. 2 


Pakistan. Officials say 
Abu Yahya al-Libi will 
be difficult for al-Qaida 
to replace 


A U.S. drone strike has killed 
al-Qaida’s second-in-command, 
an American official said Tues¬ 
day, a significant blow to the 
terror network that has lost a 
string of top leaders since the 
death of Osama bin Laden last 
year. 

Abu Yahya al-Libi was con¬ 


sidered a media-sawy, charis¬ 
matic leader who escaped from 
an American prison in Afghan¬ 
istan and helped preside over 
the transformation of al-Qaida 
into a terror movement aimed 
at winning converts around 
the world. 

Al-Libi was the latest in the 
dozen-plus senior command¬ 
ers removed in the clandestine 
U.S. war against al-Q^da since 
Navy SEALS killed bin Laden. 

The American official who 
confirmed al-Libi’s death said 
no one left in al-Qaida comes 
close to replacing the expertise 


the group has just lost. 

Yff-Libi was killed Monday 
morning. Pakistani officials 
had previously said that eight 
militants died in a drone strike 
in the Pakistani village of Khas- 
su Khel in the North Waziris- 
tan tribal area. 

Al-Libi, a hero in mihtant 
circles for his 2005 escape from 
an American militaiy prison in 
Afghanistan, was elevated to 
al-Q^da’s No. 2 spot when Ay- 
man al-Zawahri rose to replace 
bin Laden shortly after he was 
killed on May 2, 2011. 

The U.S. State Department’s 


Rewards for Justice program 
had set a $1 milhon reward for 
information leading to al-Libi, 
who had filmed numerous 
propaganda videos urging at¬ 
tacks on U.S. targets. 

The U.S. has carried out 
a flurry of drone strikes re¬ 
cently — seven in less than 
two weeks — some of which 
appear to have been trying to 
target al-Libi. The attacks are 
unpopular in Pakistan because 
many people believe they 
mostly kill civihans, an allega¬ 
tion disputed by the U.S.

Mourners silently walked be¬ 
tween rows of the dead from 
a plane crash in Nigeria that 
killed the 153 people aboard 
the airliner and others on the 
ground, peering into burned 
faces in hopes of claiming the 


remains of their loved ones on

Those in grief passed by 
more than a dozen bodies 
able to be recognized by sight 
alone in a Lagos hospital park¬ 
ing lot. Onlookers wore sur¬ 
gical masks to block out the 
smell. As family members 
softly wept and held each 
other, Nigeria’s government 
announced Tuesday it has 
indefinitely suspended Dana 
Air’s licence, grounding the 
carrier that operated the MD- 


83 airplane that crashed in the 
country’s largest city and now 
faces widespread public anger. 

“We are without eyes,” 
said Jennifer Enanana, as she 
sobbed in the parking lot 
over the death of her younger 
brother in the crash. She had 
lost another brother within 
the year. “We don’t have any¬ 
body that will protect us that 
can stand like a man and de¬ 
fend us. Dana stole him.” 

The MD-83 went down 
about nine kilometres from 


Lagos’ Murtala Muhammed 
International Airport. The 
area has grown dramatically 
over the decades, as Lagos 
surges toward becoming the 
largest city in Africa. 

That population pressure 
has seen homes, business and 
industrial sites shoot up along 
the approach route used by 
aircraft. The population there 
is at risk with many aviation 
disasters in Nigeria over the 
last two decades.

Syria agreed to allow aid work¬ 
ers and supply convoys into

President Bashar Assad’s 
government pledged in a writ¬

The deal requires Syria to 
provide visas to allow in an 
imspecified number of aid 
workers from nine UN agencies 
and seven other non-govem- 
mental organizations, and to 
cut through the bureaucratic 
red tape that has blocked con¬ 
voys from dehvering critic¬ 
ally needed food, medicine and 
other supplies, said John Ging, 
operations director for the UN 
Office for the Coordination of 
Humanitarian Affairs. 

But officials were quick to 
caution they will not declare 
success imtil the Assad regime 
delivers on its promises. Ging 
said he hopes it will be “days.

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Canada’s richest 
aren’t all bankers 
and brokers: Study 


Top one per cent. 

Only a small portion of 
the country's highest 
salary earners work in 
finance, despite being 
the target of Occupy 
protesters 


To be considered in Can¬ 
ada’s richest one per cent, 
you need to make at least 
$230,000 a year. You’re most 
likely male, have a university 
degree and work longer-than- 
average hours. 

But you’re not necessarily 
a banker or Bay Street invest¬ 
ment broker — the primary 
targets of the Occupy protest 
movement — a new study by 
a group of economists at the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia found. 

Only 10 per cent of Can¬ 
ada’s richest work in the finan¬ 
cial industry, the study foimd. 



• Earnings: $452,887/year 


• Gender: 82.7 per cent male 


• Work: 50+ hours/week 


• Age: 35 to 64 years 


• Occupation: Senior man¬ 
agement, doctors, dentists, 
vets, finance professionals 


The rest are doctors, dentists, 
vets and corporate managers. 

“In the eyes of many, the 
culprits are to be found at the 
very place where the Occupy 


movement started; on Wall 
Street, or our own Bay Street,” 
the study said. “But there are 
just not enough investment 
bankers and high-fl 5 dng stock 
brokers to fill the ranks of the 
275,000 individuals in the top 
one per cent.” 

The top one per cent of 
Canadians now controls 14 
per cent of total income, the 
paper found, noting that they 
enjoyed just eight per cent in 
the 1970s. 

“Such an uneven distribu¬ 
tion of income has not been 
seen since the dark days of 
the Great Depression when it 
reached an all-time high of 18 
per cent,” the paper notes. 

It found that despite im¬ 
pressive wage gains made by 
women over the past few dec¬ 
ades, the top one per cent of 
income earners is overwhelm¬ 
ingly (82.5 per cent) male. On 
average, they earn $450,000 
a year versus $36,000 for the 
other 99 per cent.

Prometheus, a prequel or 
not a prequel to Alien? 


Space opera. 

Screenwriters call 
Ridley Scott’s newest 
film 'an Alien/Blade 
Runner mash-up’

Prometheus, a prequel, or not 
a prequel? That is the question. 

It’s a queiy many have made 
about the new Ridley Scott 
space opera. The trailer looks 


and feels like a chronological 
cousin to his 1979 classic sci-fi 
horror epic Alien but the direc¬ 
tor denies it is a prequel. 

Here’s what we know. 
When Scott sat down to write 
Prometheus (with screenwrit¬ 
ers Jon Spaihts and Damon 
Lindelof, who calls it “an 
Ahen/Blade Runner mash-up”) 
he had a prequel in mind fea¬ 
turing Xenomorphs, the acid- 
tongued space baddies who 
gave the first movie its name, 
and the giant dead alien nick¬ 
named Space Jockey But then 
he veered off into something 
larger; mankind’s origin story. 

“Out of the creative pro¬ 
cess emerged a new, grand 


m 3 Ahology,” he said. “The keen 
fan will recognize strands of 
Ahen’s DNA ... but the ideas 
tackled in this film are unique, 
far-reaching and provocative.” 

Still, Prometheus, which 
is set in the same universe as 
Alien, seems to provide the 
backstory which points for¬ 
ward to the original film. 

Firstly, Prometheus is set 
in 2085, 37 years before the 
Weyland-Yutani Corporation 
(which also appears in Prome¬ 
theus, simply as The Weyland 
Corporation) sent the com¬ 
mercial towing spaceship Nos- 
tromo on its fateful trip from 
Thedus to Earth in Alien. 

Next, while the Xeno¬ 


morphs may not appear in the 
acid-spitting form we’re used 
to — “The sequels squeezed 
him dry,” Scott says, “no way 
am I going back there” — they 
aren’t completely absent. Art¬ 
ist H.R. Giger, who created the 
beasts in the first film, was 
brought back to “reverse-en¬ 
gineer the design of the Aliens 
in the film” to create a Xeno- 
morph forbearer. 

Also, Michael Fassbender 
plays David 8, a S 5 mthetic hu¬ 
man automaton ancestor of 
Alien’s Ash. 

Further evidence came in 
a trailer that shows star Noo- 
mi Rapace standing in front 
of two imwom Space Jockey 


suits, suits which will soon be 
donned, perhaps, by the hap¬ 
less space jockey seen in Alien. 

Finally Scott promises a 
scene to equal the horror of 
Alien’s “chest-burster” mind- 
blower, in which an alien 
parasite exploded out of John 
Hurt’s torso. It’s an iconic mo¬ 
ment that no prequel could be 
without, right? 

“There is a scene that could 
be called the equivalent of that 
in this film,” Scott admits. 

Even though the prequel 
debate rages on, the one thing 
nobody is questioning is how 
exciting it is to have Ridley 
Scott back in the sci-fi geme 
after a 33-year gap.

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You’ve broiled it, you’ve deep fried it, 
but have you tried roasting it lately? 



Ingredients 


Of course this recipe also 
works for a weeknight din¬ 
ner. The chicken comes out 
terrifically moist and tender.

My recipe for a romantic pic¬ 
nic? A roasted chicken with 
sandwich trinunings. 

Roll with me on this one. It’s 
easy and totally appropriate. 

You start out by following 
my couldn’t-be-easier recipe for 
cast-iron skillet roasted whole 
chicken. The gist is that you 
spht the bird at the backbone 
(technically called spatch¬ 
cocking, but that just seems 
inappropriate in this context), 
sear it breast side down on the 
stovetop, then flip the bird and 
finish it in the oven. 

When the chicken is cooked, 
you let it cool, then you cover it 
and refrigerate it right from the 
pan. You even can do the roast¬ 
ing the night before. 
Instructions: 

1. Heat the oven to 425 F. 

2. Place the chicken on the 
cutting board breast side down. 
Use sturdy kitchen shears to cut 
down the length of the spine on 
both sides. Discard the spine. 
Turn the bird breast side up. 
Gripping the 2 cut sides where 
the spine used to be, open up 
the bird, pressing down firmly 
at the centre to flatten it. 

3. In a small bowl, mix togeth¬ 


er the salt, garlic powder, 
thyme and pepper. Rub the 
mixture evenly over the entire 
chicken. 

4. Set a large cast-iron skillet 
on a burner over medium-high. 
When the skillet it hot, add the 


chicken breast side down. Let 
the chicken brown for 5 min¬ 
utes, then use tongs to care¬ 
fully flip the bird so the breast 
side is up. Set the skillet in the 
oven and roast for 30 to 40 min¬ 
utes, or imtil the thickest part 


reaches 165 F. 

5. Remove the chicken from 
the oven. Either serve immedi¬ 
ately or let cool and refrigerate 
for use in a picnic as described 
above.

Creamy potato salad a guilt-free barbecue hit 



So you’re having a barbecue 
and you want to keep it at 
least a little healthy. 

You’ve got the lean chick¬ 
en breasts marinating and 
ready for the grill. You’ve got 
a colorful tossed salad filled 
with the season’s bounty. 
You’ve got corn on the cob 
for grilling and fresh water¬ 
melon and strawberries for 
nibbling. That’s a good start. 

But you also know that 
no summer barbecue is com¬ 
plete without a creamy and 
rich potato salad. Except you 
also know just how unhealthy 
a potato salad smothered in 
mayonnaise can be. The good 
news is that you can enjoy a 
great potato salad without 
sacrificing your commitment 
to healthy eating. 

Here are our tips for mak¬ 
ing that happen. 

First, make sure you leave 
the skins on the potatoes. 
Potato skins contain much 
of the potatoes’ fibre, as 
well heaps of vitamins and 
minerals, including a crazy 


amount of potassium (even 
more than bananas). 

Second, replace the com¬ 
monly added hard-boiled egg. 
While eggs do add plenty of 
protein, if you’re barbecu¬ 
ing it’s unlikely that protein 


deprivation is your problem. 
And egg yolks also add plenty 
of unnecessary fat. So we re¬ 
placed the egg with chopped 
canned artichoke hearts, 
which have a similar texture 
and a wonderfully subtle fla¬ 


vour that complements the 
potatoes. 

1. Place the potatoes in a 
large pot, then add enough 
cool water to cover by 1 inch. 
Add 1 teaspoon of salt, then

Labour sans the 
loonies. It’s not exactly 
what you want for 
Junior right now, but 
let's weigh the benefits

Your child just found their 
dream internship and your 
nightmare of a compensa¬ 
tion guarantee; unpaid. 
But unpaid internships, al¬ 
though daunting at first, 
can be an extremely bene¬ 
ficial (and integral) step in 
your child’s career path. 

Stephanie Reid, an execu¬ 
tive assistant at BlueCat Net¬ 
works and mother of two 
unpaid interns, once had 
her own hesitations about 
the working-for-free life¬ 
style. However, as her two 
children gained invaluable 
work experience and turned 
their internships into suc¬ 
cess stories, she realized the 
value of the unpaid intern¬ 
ship. 

“It’s not the same if an in¬ 
tern is doing solitary photo¬ 
copying all day and thus 
not learning anything or

meeting people,” she says. 
Luckily both of her children 
interned at organizations 
related to their own career 
aspirations. 

“I know we are very lucky 
to be able to do this,” Reid 
says.

friends that they start put¬ 
ting money aside for an op¬ 
portunity like this as soon 
as they enter high school, 
even.”

“After hear¬ 
ing about how many kids 
change course, I guess the 
main thing I was hoping for 
was confirmation that they 
were on the right track at 
school — or not — and get¬ 
ting the chance to fix that 
quickly,” Reid adds. 

• Set a timeline. Agree 
with your child that you’ll 
re-evaluate how things 
are going in four months, 
for example, to ensure 
that they are benefitting 
from their internship and, 
if they aren’t, to begin 
exploring new paths.

Wednesday is Clean Air Day 
in Edmonton and across 
Canada. The goal is to raise 
awareness of the important 
links between air quality and 
human health, and to encour¬ 
age people to do their part. 

Air pollution is a major 
cause of health problems in 
Canada — one in five of us 


suffers from some form of 
respiratory problem and up 
to 16,000 Canadians die each 
year due to poor air quality. 
There is much we can do to 
help all of us breathe a little 
easier. In fact, our day-to-day 
activities account for approxi¬ 
mately 35 per cent of total 
carbon dioxide emissions. 

Perhaps the easiest way 
to contribute to clean air is 
to drive less. The emissions 
from cars, trucks and buses 
are major contributors to air 
pollution. 

The Commuter Challenge 
— on all week — encourages 
people to walk, cycle, use 
public transit or carpool to 
get to work. If it’s at all pos¬ 
sible, park your car this week 


— or at least Wednesday. 

Here are some other driv¬ 
ing tips: 

• Rather than wait in long 
drive-through lines (for cof¬ 
fee or food), park the car and 
go in. 

• Keep tires properly infiated 
and wheels aligned. 

• Gasoline fumes contribute 
to poor air quality. To prevent 
evaporation, be careful not 
to spill gasoline and fill your 
vehicle’s tank in the evening 
when it’s cooler outside. 

• Tune up your car regularly. 

• Use an energy-conserving 
(EC) grade motor oil. 

• If you see a vehicle emitting 
too much smoke, jot down 
the licence plate number and 
report it to police. 


Healthy air 


Here are some other ways to 
help keep our air clean and 
healthy: 


• Use low-VOC or water-based 
paints, stains, finishes and 
paint strippers. 


• Don't smoke. 


• Plant deciduous trees around 
your home to provide shade 
in the summer, but to allow 
light in the winter. 


• Keep wood stoves and fire¬ 
places well-maintained. 


• Conserve energy whenever 
possible (e.g., use a clothes¬ 
line, connect outdoor lights 
to a timer, wash clothes in 
cold or warm water instead 
of hot water).

Jonathan Quick has set the bar 
so high for himself, his Los 
Angeles Kings teammates can 
barely see it. 

“He’s pla 3 nng on another 
planet,” forward Jarret Stoll 
said Tuesday. “That’s what he 
expects.” 

The 26-year-old American 
has put together a post-season 
that is taking on historical pro¬ 
portions.

During the 1950s and early 
1960s, there were dramatic 
year-over-year changes in 


North American automobile 
design. Back then it was re¬ 
ferred to as “planned obsoles¬ 
cence.” Now, more than 50 
years later. Ford has seemingly 
revived this pattern with the 
Mustang. 

The rapidity of renewal 
with the original ponycar is 
imderstandable ... sort of 
Without question. General 
Motors’ Ghevrolet division 
has painted a giant bulls eye 
on the Mustang’s hindquar¬ 


ters and is taking direct aim 
by drawing the latest Gamaro 
from its quiver. It’s a game of 
automotive one-upmanship 
that shows no signs of abating. 

The Gamaro has been a burr 
in the Mustang’s saddle ever 
since the latest edition arrived 
for the 2010 model year. As it 
stands now, the Gamaro holds 
a slight sales lead and has re¬ 
cently bolstered its position 
with the Gorvette-powered 
580-horsepower ZLl model. 


The response from Ford 
is predictable and formid¬ 
able. As of right now you can 
order a 2013 Mustang-based 
Shelby GT500 with a cranium¬ 
snapping 662 horsepower. The 
extra 112-horse punch is deliv¬ 
ered by a new supercharged 
5.8-litre V8 that replaces the 
previous 550-horsepower 
5.4-htre thoroughbred. Garroll 
Shelby, who died May 11 at age 
89, has his name on the most 
powerful production Mustang 


of all time. 

In fact, the non-partisan 
Society of Automotive Engin¬ 
eers determined that the new 
GT500 has the world’s most 
potent production-spec V8, giv¬ 
ing Ford significant bragging 
rights while it awaits Ghevy’s 
response. Where it will eventu¬ 
ally wind up is anyone’s guess, 
but for now enthusiasts from 
Gomox to Gome By Ghance 
are predictably in awe of the 
power parade.

Review. Still sitting 
on the fence about 
hybrids? The Jetta 
TDl and its supreme 
fuel economy offers an 
enticing alternative

Unless you like shovelling 
heaps of your hard-earned 
cash into the registers at local 
gas stations, the Volkswagen 
Jetta TDl is a car you need to 
test-drive. 

Big thing about the Jetta 
TDl? It’s a diesel. Diesel 
has about 30 per cent more 
energy per unit than gasoline 
— meaning the Jetta’s TDl 
four-cylinder engine creates 
140 horsepower and a robust 
236 pounds of torque from 
just two litres of displace¬ 
ment and a turbocharger. 

Diesel engines generate 
lots of torque — which is the 
all-important figure when it 
comes to getting things mov¬ 
ing. That’s why most trains 
and transports drink diesel 
fuel. 

Sure, the Jetta TDl will 
never haul a transport trailer 
or skid off roofing shingles, 
but its powerplant boasts ex¬ 
ceptional mileage alongside 
a power-band that’s meatier 
than a bag full of Baconators. 

Diesel makes heaps of 
sense if you aren’t quite sold 


on a hybrid. What if the hy¬ 
brid drive motor conks out, 
outside of warranty? Will 
that hybrid battery do its job 
at -40 C when you return to 
the Park ’N Fly with a suitcase 
full of Dominican rum? None 
of these are concerns faced by 
TDl owners. 

And unlike days gone by, 
the new breed of TDl diesel 
engines run clean as a whis¬ 
tle. There’s no smell, no soot 
and no smoke. The tester’s 
powerplant was as quiet, 
smooth and refined as any¬ 
thing comparable running on 
gasohne — if not more so. 

The tester also ran Volk¬ 
swagen’s dual-clutch Direct 
Shift Gearbox or DSG trans¬ 
mission, which shifts pre¬ 
cisely, at lightning speed, and 
so smoothly you’d never feel 
a thing. 

Performance and fuel 
mileage are enhanced with 
this gearbox. 

I watched delightedly as 
my fuel gauge took 180 kilo¬ 
metres to drop from ‘full’ and 
racked up some 500 clicks 
before reaching the ‘half’ 
mark. It took just under 700 
kilometres before the tank 
dropped below a quarter full. 
I only visited the gas station 
once during my week-long 
test, and I’m OK with that. 

Overall consumption 
landed at 6.9 L/lOO km. With 
plenty of city driving, high¬ 
speed highway cruising and 
my lead foot, that isn’t bad at 
all. And with all that torque, 
Jetta TDl rips along some¬ 
thing fierce when you give it 


the boots. 

You’re not sacrificing per¬ 
formance here. 

Extra points for the comfy 
heated leather seats, potent 
Fender audio system and fan¬ 
tastic headlight performance 
at night. 

Roominess for four adults 
is adequate, the trunk is gen¬ 


erous, and there’s plenty of 
at-hand storage, too. 

The ride and handling are 
also nicely set up: Jetta TDl is 
responsive, sporty, comfort¬ 
able, refined and fairly quiet, 
all at the same time. The 
powertrain, steering, ride 
and suspension are all dialed 
in very nicely here. 


My only major complaint 
dealt with the cabin, which 
has been ‘cheapened’ com¬ 
pared to the last-generation 
Jetta to facilitate a lower price 
tag. 

It’s assembled nicely and 
pleasing to look at, though 
the abundance of hard plas¬ 
tics let things down a little 


when touching most surfaces. 

At the end of the day, 
those in the market for an 
upscale, slightly sporty, very 
thrifty and highly refined fuel 
miser should be sure to give 
the Jetta TDl a whirl — along¬ 
side the Chevrolet Cruze Eco, 
Mazda 3 Skyactiv and H 3 mn- 
dai Sonata Blue Drive.

Fleetwood Country Cruize-in

The Fleetwood Country Cruize- 
in is one of the coolest and 
largest automotive related 
extravaganzas in the country. 
Held every first weekend of 
June on the fabulous estate 
of Steve Plunkett, located just 
outside London, Ont., it’s a 
classic car cruise-in, custom 
car show, charity event, and 
rock ’n’ roll festival all rolled 
into one. 

Unhke past years, the 
weather was rotten at this 
year’s show. At times the rains 
came down in bibhcal propor¬ 
tions. Plunkett figured the 
extra water scared off about a 
third of the show’s usual 1,000- 
plus classic car turnout. 

There is one breed of classic 
car, however, not deterred by 
water — the Amphicar. In fact, 
it was bom to swim. A clutch 
of them always turn out for the 
Fleetwood bash, and this year 
was no exception. As usual, 
their owners were giving out 
“swims” for charity in Plunk¬ 
ett’s sizeable pond. 

“They’re terrible as a car, 
and terrible as a boat,” Ina Ca¬ 
banas tells me, as she’s about 
to give me and Diane a ride/ 
swim in her beautifully re¬ 
stored Amphicar, which she 
trailered from her New Jersey 
home. After 1 get in and close 
the passenger door, her hus¬ 
band, Bob, activates a second 
pull handle at each door, to 
squeeze them further against 
the mbber seals — our last line 
of defense between us and the 
fishes. 


WeU after the doors are 
properly latched, Ina just heads 
for the pond and “drives” in. 
One moment we’re motoring 
along on grass and the next 
we’re floating around the pond 
with all the other Amphicars. 


Pretty cool. 

It’s windy and with several 
“cars” in the water, Ina has her 
hands full frying to negotiate 
around the pond, which seems 
smaller once you’re in it. A sep¬ 
arate transmission engages the 


engine to the two propellers. 
It “steers” in water the same 
way it steers on land — via 
the steering wheel and its two 
front wheels. 

Sure, a tiller and a mdder 
would work better in water. 


but nobody’s going to use an 
Amphicar for sea crossings ... 
OK, maybe some people have 
made a few, like England to 
France (three times), Africa to 
Spain, and San Diego to Catal¬ 
ina Island, but they were prob-

ably above-average swimmers. 

Getting out of the pond is 
equally quick and simple. Ina 
gets the revs up and “drives” 
out. As we wheel back around 
the pond, the on-board bilge 
pump is still pumping away. 
So while the Amphicar is de¬ 
signed to float, it’s not entirely 
leak proof I ask Ina where 
most of the water comes in. 

“Everywhere,” she says. 

Ina adds that Amphicar 
wasn’t in business long 
enough to “perfect the initial 
imperfections.” 

Not surprisingly, Amphic¬ 
ars require more than the aver¬ 
age amoimt of maintenance 
and TLC to keep them road¬ 
worthy and seaworthy. 

But there is no shortage of 
enthusiasts, hke Ina, willing to 
do their part, in keeping this 
special, amphibious species 
viable and alive, and fun to be 
around.

CD-changer. 


Common Issues 


Numerous drivers have 
reported alignment issues 
and short life from the factoiy 
tires. A full check of the front 
suspension, especially on 
earlier models, is advised — as 
is a check for signs of align¬ 
ment problems. Inspect the 
Azera’s dashboard for signs of 
cracking, especially around the 
passenger front airbag. 
Numerous reports of cracked 
dashboards have surfaced 
online. A similarly common 
problem is the rear sunshade. 
Ensure this motorized acces¬ 
sory works as expected. 

Other issues deal with vari¬ 
ous interior accessories, door 
locks and door handles. End of 
the day, shoppers are advised 
to scrutinize their potential 
used Azera for signs of defect¬ 
ive or broken accessories.
